Claims 12-13 relate to subject-matter considered by this Authority to be covered by the 
provisions of Rule 67.1(iv) PCT.

The present application relates to a crystalline form of 2-{4-[3-(4-chloro-2-fluorophenyl)-4- 
pyrimidin-4-yl-1H-pyra2ol-5-yl]piperidin-1-yl}-2-oxoethanol (claims 1-5), pharmaceu-tical 
compositions thereof (claims 6-1 1) and a method of treatment by administering the above 
compound (claims 12-13). 

For the assessment of the present claims 12-13 on the question whether they are indu- 
strially applicable, no unified criteria exist In the PCT Contracting States. The patentabl-lity 
can also be dependent upon the formulation of the claims. The EPO, for example, does 
not recognize as Industrially applicable the subject-matter of claims to the use of a 
compound in medical treatment, but may allow, however, claims to a known compound for 
first use in medical treatment and the use of such a compound for the manufacture of a 
medicament for a new medical treatment. 

The obviously amorphous fomn of 2-{4-[3-(4-chloro-2-fluorophenyl)-4-pyrlmldln-4-yl-1H- 
pyrazol-5-yl]piperidin-1-yl}-2-oxoethanol Is known from ex. 27 according to D1 . The cry- 
stalline form of this substance Is not known. 

The subject-matter of claims 1-13 according to the present case is therefore novel In the 
sense of Art:icle 33(2) PCT. 
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Closest prior art is D1 

To be Inventive a chemical compound should 

a. possess a structure that is unexpected 

b. exhibit a use or an effect which is unexpected (Guidelines C-IV, 9.10) 

c. the compound has been prepared by an inventive process, but only in the case 
where a technical prejudice to its production or unsurmountable difficulties in its 
production were believed to exist (Guidelines C-IV, 9.8(d) ) 

None of the above requirements are fulfilled in the present case. 

An Inventive step in the sense of Article 33(3) PCT cannot be acknowledged for the 
subject-matter of claims 1-13, unless a surprising effect is demonstrated which would 
serve to distinguish the crystalline form of 2-{4-[3-(4-chloro-2-fluorophenyl)-4-pyrimidln-4- 
yl-1H-pyra2ol-5-yl]plperidln-1-yl}-2-oxoethanol further from its amorphous fomi dis-closed 
In ex. 27 of D1 . 

Further objections: 

The term "about" used throughout the claims Is vague and unclear and leaves the rea-der 
in doubt as to the meaning of the technical features to which It refers, thereby rendering 
the definition of the subject-matter of said claims unclear (Article 6 PCT). 
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
